CORKS CAUSE EXPLOSION 

Cause of Accident on Hamburg-Amerl- 
can Ship Arcadia. 

Philadelphia, Pa.. June 24. — The in- 
vestigation into the cause of the explo- 
sion on board the Hanibnrg-Anieriean 
line steamer Arcadia at its pier in the 
Delaware river seems to develop the 
fact beyond reasonable doubt that the 
damage was caused by the explosion 
of a lot of "knall” corks, consigned in 
bond to the revenue agent at Chicago. 

There were sixteen cases of these 
corks in hold No. 4, whre the explo- 
sion occurred. There were nearly 1,- 
000,000 corks in the consignment and 
but three cases had been removed 
when the accident occurred. 

The knall corks are an ordinary cork 
about three-quarters of an inch in 
diameter and one inch long. A hole 
about three-eights of an inch in diam- 
eter is bored in the small end of the 
cork and this is filled with a brown 
powder which, the authorities say, is 
a powerful explosive. It was the dis- 
charge from these corks, it is held, 
that made the indentures in the steel 
bulkhead and gave the impression that 
scrap metal and bullets from a bomb 
caused the marks.

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 24. — The 
Hamilton county grand jury has re- 
turned a presentment against Lee 
Levy of St. Louis, dealer in gin, charg- 
ing him with circulating obscene litera- 
ture.

BIGGEST IN THE WORLD 



Cement and Coal Plant in Mobile to 
Have This Distinction. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 24. — De- 
tails for the organization of the largest 
cement and coal plant in the world 
and the only one which will be on tide 
water, have been completed in this 
city between the directors of the Mo- 
bile Portland Cement company and 
Wm. J. Oliver, the railroad contractor. 
It was incorporated last week in Port- 
land, Me., with a capital stock of $6,- 
000.000 common and $3,000,000 prefer- 
red stock. The formal organlzaUon 
aud election of stockholders will oc- 
cur at Mobile. Among the directors 
are Gnipd States Treasurer C. H. 
Treatt, HL L. Russell, vice-president of 
the Mobile A Ohio railroad; Pat. J. 
Lyon, Mobile’s millionaire mayor; W. 
W. Finley, president of the Southern 
railroad, and many others. 



Commission's Exclusive Power. 

Guthrie, Okla., June 24. — A decision 
handed down by Justice Kane of the 
state supreme court affirms the exclu- 
sive power of the corporation commis- 
sion to fix railroad rates within the 
state, subject to appeal from their 
action to the supreme court. The case 
in question was an appeal by the Rock 
Island railroad from an injunction pre- 
venting it from enforcing an increas- 
ed rate on grain between certain points. 
The restraining order was granted by 
a territorial district court. 



Will Use Oil for Fuel. 

Washington, June 24. — Oil burning 
boilers are to be installed on the ten 
torpedo boat destroyers authorized by 
the last naval appropriation bill. These 
will be the first test of fuel burning 
boilers iu the American navy. The 
vessels will be equipped with facilities 
for usiug coal as fuel in the event the 
oil boilers are not a success. These 
destroyers are to cost exclusive of arm- 
ament $800,000 each.

Greenville, S. C., June 24. — During 
the progress of a Sunday-school con- 
vention at Sandy Springs church, a 
bolt of lightning passed through the 
roof of the church and instantly kill- 
ed Mr. and Mrs. Wilton Lenderman. at 
the same time knocking their year-old 
baby from Mr. Lendermau’s arms. The 
child was picked up unhurt.

New York, June 24. — The recount of 
the mayoralty election of 1905 nears its 
close and it is expected that by Thurs- 
day all the contents of the ballot 
boxes will have been examined. There 
have been 1,460 boxes reopened so far, 
showing a gain for Hearst of 588 votes.
